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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Constituent  Authorities 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  your 
district  for  the  Year  1953. 

It  has  been  said  and  the  trend  of  events  point  to  the  conclusion  that  public  health  as  practised  in  the 
smaller  areas  of  administration  is  in  a  transitional  state  .  In  the  past  the  focus  has  been  on  the  material  side 
of  this  service  :  the  provision  of  houses  and  their  ancillary  services,  water  supplies,  sewage  systems  and  the 
like.  These,  having  arrived  at  such  consolidation  and  scientific  exactitude,  can  now  be  left  in  the  hands  of 
others — the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  need  only  excercise  supervisory  control  of  the  aspects  affecting  health 
and  hygiene — in  the  case  of  the  ancillary  services  generally  associated  with  bacteriology.  In  the  field  of 
housing  the  standards  of  lighting  and  ventilation  with  the  above  mentioned  services  have  come  to  such  perfec¬ 
tion  that  the  scientific  standards  embodied  in  such  are  accepted  as  a  sine  qua  non.  Nevertheless,  in  the  desire 
to  establish  a  maximum  use  of  the  apartments  in  these  new  homes  and,  in  many  cases,  to  reduce  the  size  of 
the  working  kitchen  and  to  encourage  the  family  to  live  in  a  common  living  dining  room  there  is  a  danger  that 
the  housewife  may  be  deprived  of  some  comfort  and  wellbeing  in  her  kitchen.  A  high  proportion  of  any 
housewife’s  time  is  spent  in  this  room  and  the  preparation  of  meals  is  a  major  duty  occupying  much  time, 
especially  if  the  family  is  large  and  the  meals  staggered.  Too  often  it  has  been  found  that  the  wife  has  to 
depend,  largely,  on  the  heat  from  the  cooking  apparatus  to  warm  the  room  and,  with  limitations  of  other  space 
heating,  difficulty  can  be  experienced  in  the  drying  of  the  family  washing  and  of  clothes  affected  by  inclement 
weather  conditions.  Much  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  provision  of  two  lavatories  in  each  home  but  it 
is  to  be  doubted  if  one  was  dispensed  with  there  would  be  any  damage  to  health  but  the  same  cannot  be  said 
for  a  badly  arranged  kitchen. 

To  offset  the  departure  of  health  administration  from  the  established  form  of  the  past  fifty  years  the 
development  of  health  education  and  the  carrying  of  the  fight  to  the  homes  of  the  community  would  appear  to 
be  the  next  step  ;  to  make  it  realised  that  there,  also,  is  a  part  to  be  played  and  to  attune  the  mind  to  this. 
In  no  department  of  living  is  this  more  needed  than,  again,  in  the  kitchen  :  in  the  dealing  with  foodstuffs.  It 
has  been  recognised  and  enactments  have  been  made  to  ensure  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness  and  hygiene 
both  from  the  wholesaler  and  retailer  but  these  have  no  control  over  food  once  it  has  passed  to  the  private 
home.  In  the  modern  council  home  good  food  storage  often  in  combination  with  refrigeration  is  available  but 
these  are  useless  if  there  is  a  lack  of  understanding  of  personal  hygiene  and  cleanliness  coupled  with  common 
sense.  In  recent  times  the  Government  has  made  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  notifiable  and  it  is  surprising 
how  many  come  to  notice.  Nevertheless  for  the  number  brought  to  light  in  this  way  a  high  proportion  are  not 
reported.  Such  outbreaks  of  poisoning  are  almost  always  associated  with  sickness  and  diarrhoea,  particularly 
the  latter  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  diarrhoea  is  so  often  regarded  as  the  disease  and  not  merely  as  a  manifest¬ 
ation  of  an  underlying  cause.  The  bacteriologist  is  always  there  to  decide  the  causative  agent  and  especially 
in  a  series  of  such  cases  there  would  seem  no  reason  why  a  laisser  faire  attitude  should  be  adopted.  During 
the  period  under  consideration  Parliamentary  and  Ministerial  edicts  have  been  made  to  further  safeguard  the 
consumers  of  food  likely  to  become  contaminated  and  also  the  further  maintenance  of  a  clean  wholesome  milk 
supply.  This  latter  has  been  the  subject  of  relaxation  of  some  war  time  restrictions  and  it  is  now  possible 
to  have  cream  in  its  standard  state.  The  standard  of  bacteriological  purity  in  milk  is  constantly  under  super¬ 
vision  in  the  Districts. 

The  target  of  the  Country  of  building  a  certain  number  of  houses  in  a  twelvemonth  has  been  reached  and 
passed  and  it  would  seem  that  it  is  not  intended  that  the  annual  turnover  of  dwellings  should  rise 
much  above  this  figure.  It  is  felt  that  some  thought  must  be  given  to  the  building  of  properties  other  than 
homes  which  so  far  have  had  first  priority.  There  is  no  doubt  that  generally  the  demand  for  new  homes  is  not 
so  urgent  as  in  post-war  years  and  there  is  also  a  reluctance  to  pay  the  rents  required  for  the  present  new 
houses.  It  is  unfortunate  that  those  who,  as  often  as  not,  question  the  paying  of  such  rents  are  the  ones  who 
are  in  the  greatest  need  of  being  brought  out  of  their  present  environment.  However  it  is  pleasing  to  note 


that  the  Ministry  are  now  resuming  the  practice  of  slum-clearance.  Not  that  this  is  being  treated  as  the 
ultimate  aim  as  ample  opportunity  is  offered  to  such  as  are  prepared  to  improve  property  or  to  recondition 
such.  Many  in  administrative  responsibility  will  concur  with  the  Ministry  in  the  desire  to  be  rid,  finally,  of 
hutment  dwellings.  While  often  objection  may  be  made  to  the  inhabitants  of  such  yet  a  reasonable  oppor¬ 
tunity  must  be  granted  to  allow  them  to  return  to  Ihe  life  of  average  citizens. 

One  notes  in  the  communications  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  setting  out  the  need  to  maintain  a 
high  percentage  of  protection  from  diphtheria  by  immunisation  during  the  first  year  of  life.  Despite  the 
benefits  from  this  practice  too  low  a  number  of  parents  avail  themselves  of  this.  Happily  this  area  has  been 
free  from  this  disease — due  entirely  to  prophylatic  measures — and  likely  to  remain  only  so  as  long  as  this 
advantage  is  used.  Mention  has  been  made  elsewhere  of  the  importance  of  notifiable  disease  caused  by  lack 
of  cleanliness  and  it  may  be  that  the  increased  frequency  of  infantile  paralysis  may  have  some  similar  assoc¬ 
iation.  Note  was  made  in  the  Deport  for  1952  for  the  need  for  the  closer  liaison  with  the  Hospitals  and  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  stress  this  in  the  case  of  outbreaks  of  infectious  and  communicable  diseases  in  such 
institutions. 

In  the  field  of  Tuberculosis  changes  have  been  made  in  the  system  of  notification  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  to  the  exchange  between  the  district  and  the  county  authority  :  the  district  medical  officer  still 
remains  the  pivot  for  such  notifications.  It  is  difficult  to  assess  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  locally  since 
the  Register  was  reviewed.  It  would  seem  that  the  number  of  cases  of  non  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  lower 
than  it  has  been  in  the  past.  Pulmonary  Tubercular  Patients  benefit  greatly  from  sanitorium  treatment  and 
the  district  councils  can  do  much  to  continue  such  benefits  by  securing  for  such  patients  as  are  in  need  better 
housing  immediately  on  their  discharge  from  hospital.  In  practice  the  Chest  Physician  gives  notice  of  such 
requirements  and  a  reasonable  time  is  given  to  allow  fo  such  arrangements.  From  the  Writers  point  of  view 
there  is  nothing  more  distressing  than  to  see  the  returned  patient  living  in  overcrowded  conditions  and  rapidly 
losing  the  benefits  of  treatment. 

Particularly  in  the  Urban  Areas  various  societies  and  committees  give  thought  to  the  care  of  the  aged. 
Among  the  many  benefits  of  such  there  is  the  assurance  that  note  is  being  taken  of  the  circumstances  and 
they  are  not  allowed  to  feel  that  they  are  of  the  forglotten.  Councils  do  much  in  providing  suitable  homes. 

In  this  preamble  the  Writer  has  said  little  of  the  local  advancements  in  general  sanitation.  Sewerage 
and  its  disposal  has  shewn  some  progress,  perhaps  without  complete  fruition  but  giving  a  more  hopeful  outlook. 
Piped  water  supplies  too  have  been  extended  but  there  is  still  room  for  further  enterprise,  which  largely 
depends  on  the  permission  to  proceed  and  in  the  availability  of  material  and  labour. 

In  a  recent  circular  the  Ministry  has  said  that  orders  and  regulations  in  1953  have  been  few.  It  may  be 
that  this  precedes  more  material  enactments  which  have  been  promised  but  await  formal  sanction. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  my  Colleagues  for  their  part  in  the  completion  of  this  Report  which 
presents  a  review  of  their  work  in  the  Year — and  for  a  pleasant  association.

Mr.  Adams,  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  :  — 

I  commenced  my  duties  with  the  Council  on  the  1st  June,  1953,  filling  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
untimely  and  very  sad  loss  of  Mr.  E.  E.  Potter,  who  died  on  the  25th  February,  1953.  I  feel  that  this  report 
would  not  be  complete  without  some  record  being  made  of  the  work  Mr.  Potter  carried  out  during  his  period 
of  office.  He  came  to  this  Council  in  April,  1947,  at  a  time  when  the  Sanitary  Services  were  at  a  very  low 
ebb.  He  persuaded  the  then  Council  to  purchase  the  vehicles  at  present  in  use  and  inaugurated  the  services 
now  functioning.  This  was  done  at  a  time  when  the  labour  situation  was  extremely  critical  and  must  have 
been  a  very  difficult  and  trying  task.  Having  weathered  the  immediate  post-war  years  and  when  easier 
conditions  were  approaching  he  unfortunately  became  ill  in  August,  1950,  and  although  he  returned  to  work 
in  December  that  year  and  carried  on  until  July,  1952,  he  never  fully  recovered  from  his  illness  and  finally 
passed  away  on  the  above  date.  He  was  greatly  respected  by  the  Council,  members  of  the  Staff  and  by 
myself  as  a  colleague  and  friend. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Apart  from  minor  troubles  which  caused  occasional  delays,  a  weekly  collection  service  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year.  Having  no  spare  man,  apart  from  one  who  is  employed  at  the  tip,  at  times  the  labour 
situation  became  very  awkward. 

The  refuse  was  disposed  of  at  the  Paddock  tip  which  is  reaching  it's  final  stages  and  in  1954  it  is  hoped 
to  bring  a  new  tipping  site  into  operation  and  have  the  present  tip,  which  gave  some  concern,  closed.  It  was 
not  possible  to  carry  out  controlled  tipping  in  view  of  the  fact  that  for  many  weeks  of  the  year  no-one  was 
available  to  carry  out  the  necessary  work.  Considering  the  extremely  bad  location  of  the  Paddock  Tip,  high 
up  on  pit  mounds  in  an  exposed  position,  overlooking  a  large  part  of  the  district  and  immediately  above  a 
Council  Housing  estate,  I  feel  thankful  that  we  have  had  so  few  complaints.  No  doubt  much  of  this  was  due 
to  the  work  efficiently  carried  out  by  Mr.  I.G.  Thomas  the  llodent  Operative. 

NIGHT  SOIL  COLLECTION 

A  weekly  service  for  emptying  pan-closets  has  been  maintained  as  far  as  possible.  From  the  middle  of 
the  year  onwards,  mechanical  trouble  caused  much  delay  and  interference  to  this  service.  Finally  the  vehicle 
had  to  he  sent  for  general  overhaul  and  a  Cesspool  emptier  hired  from  an  adjoining  authority.  During  the 
many  weeks  that  our  vehicle  was  away,  mtich  work  became  outstanding  and  by  the  end  of  the  year,  over  two 
months  after  it’s  return  we  were  just  beginning  to  see  the  arrears  cleared. 

CLOSET  CONVERSIONS 

’twenty  two  applications  for  conversion  grants  under  the  Council’s  scheme  for  assisting  financially  in 
conversion  to  water  closets  were  received.  In  a  district  such  as  this,  where  the  number  of  pit  and  pan-closets 
is  extremely  high  it  is  indeed  a  very  gradual  process  and  at  the  present  rate  of  progress  their  final  abolition 
cannot  be  foreseen  for  approximately  another  forty  years.  One  wonders  why  in  these  modern  times  when 
water  supply  and  sewer  is  available  more  people  do  not  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  available  and  banish 
these  relics  from  their  lives.  When  one  considers  the  extremely  high  cost  of  providing  sewers  in  these  days, 
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the  total  estimated  cost  for  Parts  I  and  II  of  the  postwar  sewerage  schemes  being  in  the  region  of  £100,000 
and  that  it  still  costs  approxifately  £2,000  per  annum  to  maintain  the  night  soil  service  where  the  product 
of  Id.  rate  is  £85  the  heavy  financial  burdens  borne  are  realised. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Approval  was  received  during  the  year  to  the  proposals  for  Part  II  of  the  post-  war  sewerage  scheme  is  to 
sewer  the  western  portion  of  the  district.  This,  I  imagine,  will  be  the  last  major  scheme  to  be  embarked  on 
by  the  Council  for  many  years  to  come  and  will  mean  that  most  of  (be  district  will  have  been  sewered  since 
the  war. 

DISINFESTATION  AND  CONTROL  OF  VERMIN 

Operations  under  the  Joint  Pests  Scheme  were  carried  out  successfully.  Tht  sewers  were  treated  twice 
with  little  sign  of  infestation  being  apparent.  The  only  source  of  trouble  being  in  an  area  where  the  sewer 
is  old  and  of  extremely  doubtful  construction.  Maintenance  treatment  was  carried  out  at  premises  for  which 
contracts  are  held.  Credit  must  be  given  to  Mr.  Thomas,  the  operative,  for  the  extremely  small  number  of 
complaints  received.  The  Council  resolved  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  carry  out  treatment  at  private  houses 
free  of  cost,  this  I  feel  should  help  in  reducing  the  latent  rat  population. 

Xo  complaints  of  bug  infestation  were  received  duirng  the  year.  For  a  district  such  as  this,  where  the 
majority  of  the  property  is  very  old,  the  lack  of  complaints  is  very  conspicuous.  The  only  insect  trouble 
encountered,  has  been  cockroach  infestations  in  private  dwelling  houses,  and  the  problems  were  quickly 
solved  with  insecticides. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  provided  by  the  Fast  Shropshire  Water  Hoard  gave  rise  to  some  concern  during  the 
latter  half  of  the  year,  as  several  samples  were  found  to  be  slightly  polluted.  The  problem  was  solved  by 
slightly  raising  the  chlorine  doseage,  much  to  the  disgust  of  many  of  the  local  tea  addicts. 

HOUSING 

This  is  still  a  major  problem  in  the  district,  as  we  have  such  a  large  proportion  of  unfit  houses.  The 
numbers  of  people  living  under  overcrowded  conditions  has  been  greatly  reduced,  as  appears  to  be  the  case  in 
many  parts  of  the  country  and  although  the  housing  list  is  no  smaller,  the  claim  to  be  rehoused  is  not  as 
strong.  The  plight  of  many  housewives  and  families  who  have  a  house  of  their  own  yet  struggle  on,  sur¬ 
rounded  by  damp  walls,  having  little  living  space,  no  proper  kitchen  to  cook,  having  to  carry  their  water 
yards  and  then  probably  having  great  difficulty  in  satisfactorily  disposing  of  it,  and  when  finally  the  day  is 
through,  collapse  exhausted  into  a  chair  surrounded  by  the  pots,  pans  and  other  accoutrements,  which 
although  useful  in  our  daily  life  are  hardly  ornamental,  must  be  considered.  It  is  indeed  unfortunate  that 
the  Council  have  not  been  able  to  rehouse  the  occupants  of  houses  upon  which  demolition  houses  were  made 
some  years  ago. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

The  districts’  meat  is  still  supplied  from  Shrewsbury  and  no  complaint  was  received  The  standard  of 
food  premises  in  the  district  is  generally  satisfactory  despite  the  fact  that  a  great  deal  of  time  is  not  available 
for  their  supervision.  The  Food  Bye-laws  help  to  maintain  this. 

MILK  SAMPLING 

The-  results  of  milk  samples  have  been  very  satisfactory  this  year  as  all  the  samples  taken  satisfied  the 
tests. 


ICE  CREAM  SAMPLING 

Although  five  samples  out  of  twenty  three  failed  to  achieve  grade  1  standard  I  feel  that  the  standard 
achieved  was  quite  satisfactory.  No  trouble  was  experienced  from  the  factory  producing  ice-cream. 


SCHOOLS 

The  sanitary  accommodation  at  Stirchley  School  was  modernised  and  W . C .  facilities  provided  during 
the  year.  Unfortunately  one  school  still  remains  which  has  pan  closets,  and  despite  advances  to  the  County 
Council  by  this  Authority  almost  annually,  nothing  has  been  done.  It  does  seem  unfortunate  that  pupils  in 
some  parts  attend  large  palatial  schools  with  every  facility  while  their  near  neighbours  are  still  suffering 
unpleasant  pail  closets  for  the  sake  of  very  little  expenditure,  measured  by  the  County  yardstick. 

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT  AND  PUBLIC  HOUSES 

The  two'  cinemas  have  been  inspected  during  the  year.  Dawley’s  Town  Hall  was  reopened  in  June  and 
has  been  in  use  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  ever  since. 

Much  structural  improvement  has  been  achieved  at  Public  Houses  since  the  war  and  water  closets  have 
been  provided  at  most  of  them  together  with  washing  facilities  for  glasses.  Some  licensed  houses  still  require 
slight  attention,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  coming  year  will  see  completion  of  all  the  outstanding  items.  By 
co-operation  with  the  licensing  Magistrates  quicker  action  has  been  achieved  than  could  be  effected  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

CARAVANS  Etc. 

The  Council  decided  at  the  latter  end  of  the  year  not  to  grant  any  further  licensing  for  the  use  of  ex- 
double  decker  ’buses  as  dwellings.  In  view  of  the  housing  situation  immediately  after  the  war  they  did  take 
a  lenient  view  and  were  prepared  to  grant  licences  where  suitable  sites  were  obtained.  Most  of  the  occupants 
have  now  been  rehoused  and  the  tenancy  was  granted  on  condition  that  the  ’bus  vacated  was  not  let  for 
future  occupation. 

GENERAL 

The  report  should  not  be  finally  ended  without  some  reference  being  made  to  the  fact  that  for  the  first 
six  months  of  the  year,  during  the  period  when  Mr.  Potter  was  ill,  and  the  time  that  elapsed  between  his 
death  and  the  vacancy  being  filled,  all  the  duties  of  the  office  were  albly  carried  out  by  Mr.  J.  Millward,  who 
since  my  arrival  has  been  most  helpful  and  co-operative.  Without  his  support  the  office  would  not  function 
so  smoothly  as  it  now  does.

HOUSING 

Housing,  our  Major  Health  Service,  still  occupies  most  of  our  time  in  the  Public  Health  Field.  During 
the  year  1953,  18  houses  have  been  completed,  14  council  houses  and  4  built  privately.  Six  applications 
have  been  received  for  Licenses  to  build  during  the  year.  I  am  rather  surprised  to  find  that  there  has  been 
no  applications  during  the  year  for  grants  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  which  enable  the  Local  Authorities 
to  make  a  reimbursement  of  up  to  50  per  cent,  to  private  owners  who  improve  their  property,  at  a  cost 
ranging  from  £150 — £800.  It  also  allows  the  owner  to  increase  the  rent  from  between  6  per  cent  and  8  per 
cent.  Though  these  grants  were  introduced  four  years  ago,  very  little  use  has  been  made  of  them.  It  mav 
be  that  owners  of  property  are  finding  that  they  cannot  borrow  money  at  0  per  cent.  It  would  go  a  long  wav 
towards  relieving  housing  cost  if  such  owners  would  sell  to  the  Local  Authority  and  let  them  carry  cut  the  re¬ 
conditioning. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOOD 

There  has  been  little  need  to  inspect  meat  in  the  shops  in  the  Urban  District,  which  is  still  delivered 
from  the  slaughterhouse  at  Whitchurch.  Now  that  the  Council  has  aquired  the  Cattle  Market,  some  con¬ 
sideration  should  be  given  to  the  construction  of  an  Abattoir  in  the  district. 

FOOD  PREMISES  AND  FOOD  HYGIENE 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  to  all  food  premises  in  the  area.  The  Ministry  have  issued  a  new 
hand  book  on  Premises,  equipment  and  practice  for  the  promotion  of  Hygiene  in  Food  Establishments,  this 
publication  has  been  recommended  to  persons  in  the  catering  trade  within  the  district. 

Talks  have  been  given  from  time  to  time  to  various  bodies  regarding  Food  Hygiene  and  the  supervision 
of  our  food  supplies. 

PUBLIC  HOUSES 

Inspection  of  Licensed  Houses  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year,  all  were  found  to  be  in  a  sanitary 
condition,  although  it  was  necessary  to  have  some  structural  repairs  carried  out  in  some  cases. 

ICE  CREAM 

Routine  sampling  and  inspection  of  retailers  premises  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year.  Some  120 
samples  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination,  all  were  returned  Grade  1.

FOOD  POISONING 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  have  been  reported  during  the  year. 

MILK 

Sampling  has  been  carried  out,  from  time  to  time  and  all  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

WATER 

A  satisfactory  supply  of  drinking  water  is  available  in  the  district.  The  water  being  sampled  monthly, 
the  results  are  very  satisfactory.  Consumption  during  the  year  estimated  at  40  gallons  per  head,  per  day. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  some  18  new  properties  have  been  connected  to  the  sewerage  system.  The  effluent 
from  the  outfall  is  sampled  from  time  to  time.  1  am  still  getting  samples  containing  solids  in  suspension  and 
feel  that  this  is  due  to  the  inadequate  size  of  the  humus  tanks. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL  AND  COLLECTION 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  continues  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  A  weekly  collection 
service  being  operated.  Disposal  is  by  the  controlled  method  and  periodical  spraying  is  carried  out  to 
prevent  fly  nuisance.  The  present  tipping  space  should  be  worked  out  in  about  12  months  time.  The 
provision  of  a  suitable  site  for  tipping  will  have  to  be  considered. 

DISINFESTATION  AND  VERMIN  CONTROL 

Some  200  visits  and  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  49  premises  were  treated  with  an 
estimated  kill  of  210  rats.  All  Council  owned  property  were  treated  when  found  necessary,  this  included  the 
sewerage  system. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948.  Sec.  47 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  the  above  act  during  the  year.  The  Home  Help  service  dealing  with  all 
eases  that  arose. 

FACTORIES 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  from  time  to  time,  defects  found  were  remedied  by  verbal  notice. 

SWIMMING  BATHS 

I’ he  Swimming  Pool  continues  to  be  very  popular  with  the  residents  and  visitors  who  are  very  fortunate 
in  having  such  a  fine  pool  to  swim  in.  Not  many  Towns  of  this  size  can  boast  of  such  facilities.  The  attend¬

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  extend  the  refuse  tip  at  Vineyard 
Hoad. 

An  increasing  quantity  of  paper  is  observed  in  the  dust  bins  owing  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  salvage 
collections. 

This,  together  with  quantities  of  garden  rubbish,  increase  the  cost  of  this  service. 

Householders  should  burn  much  of  these  materials  instead  of  placing  same  in  the  dust  bin. 


SALVAGE 

The  collection  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard  was  discontinued  in  March,  1952,  leaving  a  stock  of  about  14 
tons  in  hand  at  the  end  of  this  year.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  soon  be  disposed  of. 


DISINFESTATION  AND  CONTROL  OF  VERMIN 

This  work  is  being  satisfactorily  carried  out  by  the  Officers  of  the  N.E.  Salop  Joint  Pest  Control 
Committee. 

Surveys  made  periodically  show  that  the  District  is  free  from  any  serious  infestation. 


COUNCIL  UNDERTAKINGS 

The  Sewage  Works,  Refuse  Tip,  Salvage  Depot  and  Waterworks  Pumping  Station  also  receive  attention 
by  the  Rodent  Officer. 


SEWERS 

Two  maintenance  treatments  discovered  a  few  minor  infestations. 


WATER 

A  good  supply  has  been  maintained.  The  water  has  been  sampled  every  quarter  and  the  results  have 
highly  satisfactory. 

The  demand  continues  to  increase  and,  as  previously  reported,  there  is  a  need  lor  increased  storage. 

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

As  noted  in  previous  reports  a  scheme  for  modernisation  of  existing  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  the 
duplication  of  certain  sewers  was  the  subject  of  an  enquiry  in  November  1950. 

Improvements  to  the  existing  Works  are  urgently  needed  and,  with  the  continuing  increase  in  the  Council’s 
Housing  Schemes,  early  attention  should  be  given  to  the  outfall  sewers  and  surface  water  drains. 


HOUSING 

Further  progress  was  made  with  the  extension  of  the  Long  Meadow  Scheme  and  sixty  four  dwellings 
were  completed  during  the  year.  A  further  extension  ot  the  scheme  was  commenced  during  the  year  and 
good  progress  made. 

INDIVIDUAL  UNFIT  HOUSES 

With  the  passing  of  the  Housing  Act  1953  further  progress  can  now  be  made  with  the  reconditioning  and 
improvement  of  the  older  houses. 

HOUSING  ESTATES 

Periodical  inspections  of  the  Housing  Estates  are  carried  out  and  generally  the  tenants  keep  their  houses 
in  clean  and  good  condition. 

ICE  CREAM 

Inspection  of  retailers  premies  and  sampling  have  been  continued.  The  results  show  that  ice  cream  is 
generally  of  a  high  standard. 

There  are  no  manufacturers  in  the  District. 


MILK 

Samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  have  been  satisfactory . 

FOOD  PREMISES 

Inspections  of  food  premises  show  that  generally  a  good  state  of  cleanliness  is  maintained  and  that 
traders  are  becoming  more  interested  in  Food  Hygiene. 

In  one  case  a-  refrigerated  window  has  been  installed  and  other  traders  are  giving  consideration  to  the 
improvement  of  their  shops. 

Attention  is  being  given  to  the  conditions  in  the  General  Market  and,  with  co-operation  of  the  stallholders, 
it  is  hoped  that  improvements  will  be  made  at  these  premises. 

The  administration  of  the  Food  Bye-Laws  works  smoothly  :  any  departure  from  standards  is  usually 
met  by  verbal  warning  which  is  sufficient.  No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  in  the  year. 

CENTRAL  SLAUGHTERHOUSE 

The  inspection  duties  have  been  satisfactorily  and  amicably  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  to  the  Shifnal  and  Wellington  Rural  District  Councils. 

With  the  impending  decontrol  of  meat  it  seems  that  private  slaughterhouses  will  he  brought  into  use  again 
wit  h  the  consequent  difficulties  in  maintaining  efficient  inspection  of  carcases. 

Such  meat  as  is  condemned  is  dealt  with  by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

National  Assistance  Act,  Sec.  47.  No  action  was  required  under  this  Section.

SALVAGE 

Salvage  is  collected  in  trailers  towed  behind  refuse  collecting  vehicles.  This  method  is  the  most  econ¬ 
omical  way  and  has  the  advantage  of  a  systematic  collection.  The  paper  is  stored  at  the  depot  and  baled  by 
hand.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  use  an  electric  baler  with  its  greater  speed  and  output.  Although 
the  initial  cost  may  be  heavier,  I  am  convinced  that  this  is  the  most  efficient  method. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a  steady  flow  of  tins  were  collected  and  sold.

Analysis  of  the  above  figures  indicate  a  considerable  increase  in  the  amount  collected,  yet  with  a  decreased 
value,  due  to  a  steep  drop  in  price  of  waste  paper. 

Accumulated  stocks  were  disposed  of  and  once  again  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  sustain  an  even 
collection. 


REFUSE 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  weekly  by  the  Health  Department  over  the  whole  district.  The 
standard  of  work  in  collection  reflects  credit  on  the  employees.  This  is  a  unique  position  in  these  days  of 
discontent  and  is  second  to  none  in  the  area. 

The  tip  is  kept  on  the  model  lines  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  strictly  controlled. 

The  protracted  negotiations  for  the  aquisition  of  some  15  acres  on  derelict  land  were  completed  during 
the  year.  This  will  permit  a  settled  tenure  and  disposal  for  refuse  for  a  number  of  years  with  the  advantage 
of  reclaiming  the  land.

CONTROL  OF  VERMIN 

Rodent  Control.  Direct  control  of  the  service  has  given  more  intimate  contact  with  difficulties  arising. 
Requests  for  use  of  the  service  are  dealt  with  within  24  hours,  minimising  the  damage  which  could  arise  by 
prompt  action. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  acknowledge  the  non-spectacular  but  efficient  work  of  Mr.  Saint,  the  Rodent 
Operative,  who  has  maintained  the  confidence,  already  gained,  of  the  people.  His  pleasing  manner  has  cut 
down  the  work  by  having  early  notifications  and  not  concealing  infestations  which  might  prove  difficult  to 
control.

Verminous  Persons  and  Clothing.  The  need  for  the  provision  of  a  station  for  the  disinfection  of 
persons  and  effects  remains. 

HOUSING 

The  number  of  houses  referred  to  in  the  statstical  table,  which  have  been  dealt  with  as  Individual  Unfit 
Houses,  is  an  indication  of  the  problem  confronting  the  Authority.  Creditable  action  in  dealing  with  the 
situation  has  been  taken  during  the  year. 

Action  and  not  rhetoric  is  the  only  hope  of  alleviating  what  is,  I  feel,  one  of  the  greatest  causes  of  many 
evils . 

The  wisdom  of  the  Authority  in  appointing  Mr.  Phillips  an  Inspector  is  greatly  appreciated  and  has 
permitted  wider  address  to  the  problems. 

CLEARANCE  OF  UNFIT  HOUSES 

A  small  area  of  some  13  dwellings  was  represented  in  anticipation  of  ministerial  action  in  attacking 
slum  property.  This  is  the  first  of  a  number  of  such  representations  which  will  engage  the  full  resources  of 
the  Department  in  the  coming  years.  Legislation  to  this  end  is  pending. 

A  quota  of  25  per  cent,  of  all  new  houses  are  allocated  by  the  Department. 

RE-DEVELOPMENT 

Following  my  report  to  you  in  May  of  last  year  real  progress  has  been  stimulated  in  the  areas  mentioned, 

1.  Spring  Row 

2.  North  Street 

3.  Holyhead  Road 

4.  L  Camp 
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Spring  Low.  The  eight  houses  referred  to  have  been  demolished,  the  families  rehoused  and  the  site 
incorporated  into  a  wider  building  development. 

North  Street  and  Holyhead  Load.  On  the  North  Street  site  anew  block  of  2  bedroom  flats  have 
been  erected  and  tenanted.  At  the  Holyhead  Load  site  2  blocks  of  2  bedroom  flats  have  been  erected  and 
tenanted. 

L  Camp.  The  former  huts  are  now  purely  a  bad  memory  and  the  new  dwellings  erected  should  be 
complete  by  the  year  end. 

Chapel  Low.  8  dwellings  on  this  site  were  represented  and  negotiations  commenced  for  the  purchase 
of  the  land. 

Foundry  Iard.  One  of  the  blackest  spots  in  the  area  amidst  an  environment  of  industry  has  been 
cleared,  which  will  permit  of  development  for  industry. 

Firm  progress  is  being  made  by  the  council  in  housing  generally  and  it  is  hoped  will  be  maintained  with 
increasing  determination. 

CARAVANS 

There  are  2  sites  licensed  permitting  10  caravans  and  17  individual  caravans  in  the  district. 

Frequent  visits  are  paid  to  these  dwellings  and  no  cases  were  found  where  proceedings  were  necessary 

FOOD  PREMISES 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  hygienic  conditions  in  food  premises  generally. 

PUBLIC  HOUSES 

Attention  continues  to  be  directed  to  the  hygiene  of  the  licensed  houses  and  dwellings,  improvements 
having  been  carried  out  by  reconstruction  and  general  works  of  maintenance. 

ICE  CREAM 

Attention  in  proper  perspective  is  given  to  the  sampling  of  ice  cream. 


MEAT  &  OTHER  FOODS 

The  meat  supplies  for  the  area  continue  to  come  from  the  Abattoir  at  Shrewsbury  and,  in  lesser 
quantities,  Newport.  Conveyance  of  meat  from  these  centres  leaves  a  good  deal  to  be  desired,  especially 
the  human  element.  Continuous  supervision  is  required. 

Impending  legislation  foreshadows  radical  changes  in  the  marketing  of  meat  supplies  by  returning  to 
private  methods. 

BYELAWS 

The  food  byelaws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1988,  for  securing  the  observance 
of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of 
food  in  the  open  air,  are  in  operation  and  are  enforced.  Advice  is  given  to  persons  engaged  in  the  handling 
of  food  regarding  cleanly  practices. 


FOOD  POISIONING 

Two  cases  of  food  poisoning  occured  during  the  year. 

MILK 

Reference  to  the  statistical  tables  indicates  the  importance  attached  to  the  production  of  a  pure  milk 
supply.  No  greater  service  could  be  rendered  to  the  public  than  ensuring  purity  and  freedom  from  disease 
which  could  be  acquired  in  an  insidious  way  by  drinking  infected  milk,  with  such  crippling  and  disastrous 
results  if  not  checked  and  dealt  with  at  the  earliest  possible  time. 
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WATER 

General  Observations.  The  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  are  the  Avater  undertakers  for  the  whole 
area.  Water  is  obtained  by  pumping  at  the  Hilton  Bank  pumping  station,  by  two  sets  of  well  and  high-lift 
pumps.  The  100  h.p.  electric  motor  continues  to  give  satisfaction.  Some  480,000  gallons  are  daily  pumped 
and  pass  through  the  large  storage  tank  of  600,000  gallons  to  supply  0,479  houses.  There  are  35  standpipes 
supplying  some  of  the  houses  in  tbe  district.  There  are  no  private  undertakings  or  wells  supplying  water 
within  the  district. 

A  chlorinating  plant  made  by  Wallace  and  Tiernan  Ltd.,  using  chlorine  gas  with  ammonia  injects  this 
mixture  at  source. 

This  new'  pumping  plant  and  buildings  for  the  borehole,  400  feet  deep,  has  been  completed,  and  is 
reported  satisfactory  after  samples  of  water  have  been  taken.  This  is  capable  of  delivering  648, 000  gallons 
per  day. 

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT 

Two  cinemas  in  the  district  have  been  regularly  visited  with  attention  directed  to  ventilation,  sanitary 
accommodation  and  cleanliness. 

The  Health  Department  functions  as  a  team  and  has  worked  very  smoothly  during  the  year  which 
reflects  credit  on  all  its  members. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948, Section  47.  No  statutory  action  was  necessary  during  the  year. 
Section  50.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  burial  of  a  destitute  person.

HOUSING 

Now  that  Housing  legislation  is  to  be  revised  it  will  mean  that  a  new  survey  must  be  made  of  the 
housing  conditions  in  the  district.  In  this  district  it  will  be  based  to  some  extent  on  the  survev  carried 
out  in  1944.  This  previous  survey  showed  that  the  bulk  of  the  smaller  property  was  in  a  class  that  would 
either  have  to  be  made  fit  or  demolished,  according  to  whether  the  owner  thought  the  expense  of  repairs 
was  reasonable  or  not.  This  will  probably  still  be  the  largest  class. 

A  quota  of  two  houses  in  every  ten  new  houses  built  is  allocated  for  rehousing  families  from  condemned 
houses.  34  families  were  rehoused  in  this  way  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  Council  house  applications  investigated  was  81  arid  the  number  of  Council 
houses  inspected  prior  to  vacation  was  9.  It  was  not  possible,  because  of  shortage  of  staff  and  pressure  of 
other  work,  to  continue  house  to  house  inspections  of  Council  houses. 

The  building  of  new  Council  houses  in  this  district  will  be  held  up  for  some  months  because  of  a  delay 
in  the  Ministry’s  approval  of  a  scheme  for  additional  sewerage  and  the  enlargement  of  the  sewage  disposal 
works.  Apart  from  this  the  Council  is  dealing  with  housing  needs  in  a  comprehensive  manner.  New  houses 
have  been  built  including  a  number  of  old  persons  bungalows  and  a  shopping  centre  comprising  9  shops  and 
flats  is  proposed.  There  is  a  self-build  housing  association  operating  in  the  district,  sponsored  by  the  Council ; 
sites  have  been  provided  for  sale  for  the  building  of  private  enterprise  houses  and  the  Council  are  also 
building  houses  for  sale. 


WATER 

The  water  supplies  of  the  district  have  been  regularly  sampled  for  bacteriological  examination  to 
ascertain  their  purity.  The  Woodfield  supply  has  in  every  case  been  highly  satisfactory,  but  the  results 
of  the  samples  from  Wrekin  Reservoir  have  been  variable  and  not  consistently  satisfactory  as  has  been  the 
case  in  previous  years.  As  samples  were  taken  after  the  water  had  been  filtered  the  filter  beds  seemed  to 
be  implicated.  The  sand  on  No.  1  bed  was  completely  renewed  but  without  any  marked  improvement. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  method  of  slow  sand  filtration  which  is  now  in  use  lends  itself  to  this 
kind  of  difficulty  and  that  rapid  filters  should  be  installed.  If  that  is  so,  then  it  should  be  done. 

The  safety  of  the  water  remains  unimpaired.  It  is  chlorinated  adequately  and  the  chlorinating  plant 
operates  continuously.  Samples  of  water  taken  after  chlorination  show  it  to  be  sterile. 

The  new  rising  main  is  still  not  laid.  Although  the  same  extreme  shortage  of  water  did  not  recur  this 
year,  until  the  new  main  is  laid  the  danger  of  shortage  is  always  with  us. 

SEWERAGE  &  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  a  Public  Enquiry  was  held  into  the  Council’s  proposals  for  Stages  1  and  2  of  the  Sewerage 
and  Sewase  Disposal  Scheme,  which  provide  for  the  construction  of  the  western  area  relief  sewer,  and  the 
first  stage  of  the  extension  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  comprising  a  new  detritus  channel  with  storm 
water  overflows,  new  sedimentation  tanks,  new  biological  filters  and  other  incidental  work.  The  Minister 
has  intimated  that  provision  will  be  made  in  the  capital  investment  programme  for  1954  and  tenders  are 
now  being  invited  with  a  view  to  the  work  being  commenced  early  in  the  next  financial  year. 


Stage  8  lias  been  submitted  to  the  Minister,  providing  for  the  eastern  area  relief  sewer,  and  for  the  final 
extension  works  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  which  will  provide  for  further  filters,  new  humus  tanks,  and 
final  irregation  area  ;  a  decision  on  this  scheme  is  awaited. 

As  the  result  of  the  delay  in  obtaining  approval  to  the  first  two  stages  of  the  work,  the  Council’s 
proposals  for  house  building  on  the  Park  Walls  Estate  have  been  delayed. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  &  DISPOSAL 

The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  operated  satisfactorily  and  efficiently  throughout  the  year. 

The  controlled  tip  at  Ketley  has  been  kept  surveyed  regularly  for  infestation  and  measures  have  been 
taken  to  keep  rats  and  other  vermin  under  control. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Joint  Scheme,  covering  five  districts,  continued  to  be  administered  from  this  district.  A  third 
operative  was  engaged  and  also  additional  clerical  staff.  The  third  operative  has  been  occupied  mostly  in 
surveying  and  treating  farm  premises.

FOOD  PREMISES 

185  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  during  the  year,  but  because  time  was  a  limiting  factor,  regular 
routine  visits  could  not  be  kept  up.  Therefore,  at  the  time  when  there  were  several  sensational  food 
poisoning  outbreaks  up  and  down  the  Country,  a  circular  letter  was  sent  to  all  food  premises  in  this  district 
stressing  the  need  to  observe  certain  basic  principles  when  handling  food. 

Most  of  the  catering  establishments  in  the  town  have  a  copy  of  the  handbook  “Clean  Catering,” 
produced  by  the  Hygiene  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

The  new  Food  and  Drugs  Amendment  Act,  which  is  promised,  will  require  a  high  standard  from  food 
premises.  Such  premises  will  have  to  be  structurally  satisfactory  and  in  some  cases  this  will  mean  extensive 
alterations.  But  more  important  than  this  is  the  high  standard  of  hygiene  which  must  be  observed  by  food 
handlers.  It  is  hoped  that,  under  the  new  Bill,  legal  backing  will  be  given  to  the  standards  which  we  have 
been  advocating.  If  this  is  done,  in  specific  terms,  such  standards  will  be  accepted  much  more  readily 
and  our  work  in  this  direction  will  be  greatly  facilitated.  It  is,  however,  not  by  legislation  but  by  health 
education  that  the  willing  co-operation  of  both  food  handlers  and  the  general  public  will  be  obtained. 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  in  this  District  during  the  year. 

Various  contraventions  of  the  Food  Bye-Laws  which  came  to  light  were  stopped  when  attention  was 
drawn  to  them. 

National  Assistance  Act,  Sec.  47 — No  action  under  this  Act  and  Section  has  been  necessary. 

MILK 

The  total  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  was  107.  These  were  almost  equally  divided 
between  raw  and  heat  treated  supplies.  Trouble  was  experienced  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  with  two 
raw  supplies, but  these  were  referred  to  the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  who  are  responsible  for  the 
conditions  of  the  producers  premises,  and  subsequent  samples  have  been  satisfactory.  Tn  one  other  case 
where  unsatisfactory  samples  had  been  obtained,  the  milk  had  been  heat  treated  and  the  trouble  was  found 
to  be  due  to  delays  in  distribution.  This  was  corrected. 

All  raw  supplies  were  examined  regularly  for  tuberculosis  and  no  positive  results  were  obtained. 

In  the  course  of  sampling,  registered  dairies  in  the  district  have  been  inspected  regularly. 


ICE  CREAM 

Out  of  the  88  samples  taken  during  the  year  86  were  of  loose  ice  cream  which  is  sold  by  16  of  the  53 
retailers  in  the  district. 

Nine  samples  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory,  these  were  taken  during  the  summer  months  and  eight  of 
them  were  unwrapped.  This  serves  to  indicate  how  much  care  must  be  taken  during  the  warmer  months 
with  unwrapped  ice  cream. 

There  are  now  only  two  manufacturers  in  the  district  and  their  premises  have  been  inspected  and  the 
plant  checked  to  ensure  that  it  is  being  operated  satisfactorily.  Conditions  at  retailers  premises  are 
inspected  during  the  course  of  sampling. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  practice  was  continued  of  notifying  the  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  when  a  series  of  pigs  from  one  source  was  found  to  be  tuberculous. 

All  the  pigs  slaughtered  at  the  two  bacon  factories  were  inspected,  including  privately  owned  pigs,  but 
we  have  previously  had  no  knowledge  of  private  pigs  slaughtered  elsewhere.  In  order  to  remedy  this  it  has 
been  arranged  with  the  Local  Food  Executive  Officer  for  notices  to  be  issued  with  licenses  for  the  private 
slaughter  of  pigs,  asking  that  the  sanitary  inspector  be  informed  in  order  that  the  pig  may  be  inspected. 

CONDEMNED  FOOD 

In  this  district  there  is  no  means  of  sterilizing  food  which  has  been  condemned.  Condemned  meat 
from  the  two  bacon  factories  is  therefore  dipped  in  the  green  dye  prescribed  by  regulations  after  being  well 
cut  to  allow  the  dye  to  penetrate.  It  is  then  collected  and  sterilized  by  a  contractor  who  has  a  by-product 
factory  outside  the  district. 

Other  foods  which  are  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  are  surrendered  to  this  Department  are  buried 
in  the  Council’s  Tip. 

LICENSED  PREMISES 

It  was  possible  this  year  to  inspect  only  those  houses  where  there  was  still  some  requirement  outstanding 
from  last  years  report.  Where  the  items  have  not  been  completed  the  Brewery  Companies  concerned  have 
been  asked  to  do  the  work  as  soon  as  possible. 

Even  in  this  limited  survey  it  was  found  that  in  a  number  of  houses  no  sterilizer  was  being  used  for 
glass  washing.  This  is  a  matter  which  must  be  given  more  attention. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  LECTURES 

Because  of  the  death  of  the  late  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  in  May,  the  series  of  lectures  the  being 
undertaken  was  interrupted.  Some  attempt  was  made  by  me  to  complete  the  series  hut  no  time  lias  been 
available  to  do  any  further  work  in  this  direction.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

1953  has  seen  the  provision  of  a  public  supply  for  Marchamley  Village  together  with  the  construction 
of  a  new  reservoir  (101,500  gallons).  The  installation  of  a  submersible  pump  at  the  new  bore  at  Hodnet, 
together  with  two  booster  pumps,  has  assured  an  adequate  supply  for  Hodnet  Parish.  All  the  properties 
in  the  village  of  Marchamley  have  been  connected  to  the  main  and  the  former  supply  from  Weston  has 
been  disconnected. 

The  extension  of  Stoke  Heath  main  (3  in.)  (B.A.F.  supply)  to  Langley  Hale  Housing  Site  and  to  Stoke 
Park  Farm  was  also  completed.  It  is  intended  that  this  extension  will  be  connected  to  the  Ellerton  supply 
at  some  future  date. 

Future  Development — South  Eastern  Parishes.  This  scheme  is  now  with  the  Ministry  and  comprises 
the  whole  or  part  of  the  following  Parishes  :  — 

Hinstock,  Cheswardine,  Sutton-on-Tern, 

Childs  Ercall  and  Stoke-on-Tern. 

The  area  includes  104  farms  with  an  area  of  9,496  acres  and  554  domestic  properties  including  15  farms 
which  have  a  piped  estate  supply. 

The  South  Eastern  Scheme  will  be  supplied  from  proposed  bore  at  Ellerton. 

Igiitfield  Supply  (hard  water).  The  new  15in.  bore  has  been  completed  and  tested  to  10,000  gallons 
per  hour  for  7  days,  but  as  yet  is  not  in  operation. 

Idle  Lift  and  Force  pump  has  been  replaced  by  a  submersible  pump  which  is  pumping  at  approximately 
7,000  gallons  per  hour  in  the  existing  bore  (lOin.  to  7in.).  The  storage  capacity  of  the  new  reservoir  is 
101,500  gallons  which,  with  the  existing  reservoir  29,000,  gives  a  total  capacity  of  130,500  gallons. 

The  test  of  the  new  15in.  bore  gives  every  indication  of  a  plentiful  supply  of  water,  and  with  automatic 
pumping  and  adequate  storage  capacity  of  reservoir,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  supply  should  not  be 
extended  to  Adderley  and  the  neighbouring  areas  in  the  rural  district. 

The  consumption  from  this  source  for  the  year  ending  October  1953  is  16,656,000  gallons — equal  to 
45,662  gallons  per  day. 

The  two  Bacteriological  samplee  were  highly  satisfactory. 

Hodnet  Supply  (moderately  hard).  The  new  submersible  pump  is  now  in  operation  in  the  new  bore 
(300ft.)  x  (18in.  x  15in).  The  pump  is,  as  yet, hand  started,  but  will  be  fully  automatic  when  finally 
completed. 

The  standing  water  level  in  bore  is  45ft.  and  the  standing  pressure  in  main  to  Hodnet  Reservoir  is  45ft. 

The  following  details  were  taken  when  the  submersible  pump  was  pumping  to  Hodnet  only  :  — 

Pumping  water  level  at  8,000  gallons  per  hour  90  ft.

The  consumption  from  Hodnet  Reservoir  is  7,104,000  equal  to  19,707  gallons  per  day  for  the  year  ending 
October  1958. 

The  consumption  from  Marchamley  Reservoir  is  1,642,000  gallons  equal  to  4,489  gallons  per  da\  for 
the  year  ending  October  1958.  Marchamley  has  now  been  assured  of  a  constant  supply  and  all  the 
properties  have  been  connected  to  the  new  mains. 

Six  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination — 4  were  highly  satisfactory  and  2  were  reported 
on  as  “scanty  growth  of  coliform  organisms,  none  of  which  appear  to  be  of  excreta l  origin.’’ 

These  two  samples  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  disturbance  during  work  at  the  new  pumping  plant. 

To  comply  with  the  Ministry’s  requirements  chlorination  apparatus  has  been  incorporated  with  the 
pumping  plant. 

The  proposed  extension  to  Lostford  from  this  supply  is  now  before  the  Ministry  and  consideration  is 
being  given  to  form  a  ring  main  from  Marchamley  to  Wollerton. 

Woore.  This  Parish  is  supplied  by  bulk  purchase  from  the  Mid  South  Past  Cheshire  Water  Board. 
Yearly  consumption  11,506,000  gallons  equal  to  81,528  gallons  per  day. 

Xortox-in-Hales.  Bulk  purchase  (as  for  Woore).  Yearly  consumption  8,776,000  gallons  equal  to 
10,845  gallons  per  day. 

Cues waudixe  Supply.  The  Rural  District  Council  have  this  supply  under  their  control  and  although 
the  supply  has  been  maintained  there  is  serious  cause  for  anxiety. 

The  rams  at  Chipnal  are  taking  the  whole  of  the  spring  water  available  for  consumption  which  is 
approximately  23,568  gallons  per  day  maximum. 

The  consumption  from  Cheswardine  Reservoir  is  up  to  13,000  gallons  per  day  in  winter  months  and. 
after  allowing  for  Chipnal  area,  the  consumption  will  exceed  the  amount  available  from  the  Hams  during  the 
summer  months.  Although  the  farm  supph  is  supplemented  by  the  bore  supply  at  Cheswardine  Hall  the 
amount  of  water  available  from  this  bore  has  greatly  reduced. 

The  maximum  available  is  approximately  500  gallons  per  hour,  which  is  reduced  to  200  per  hour  and 
during  continuous  pumping  the  supply  will  practically  cease 

Provision  is  being  made  for  the  construction  of  new  reservoir  rear  the  existing  water  tower  and  this 
area  supplied  from  the  proposed  Ellerton  Supply. 

Childs  Ercall  Supply.  This  supply  is  now  available  for  the  whole  village.  The  estimated  consump¬ 
tion  is  2,700,000  gallons  per  year  equal  to  7,397  gallons  per  day. 

The  bore  is  137ft.  deep  and  the  submersible  pump  is  baffled  down  to  2,000  gallons  per  hour.  Rest  level 
of  water  in  bore  is  30ft.,  pumping  level  38ft. 

The  supply  is  chlorinated. 

The  stand-by  compressed  air  pumping  plant  is  from  bore  100ft.  deep. 

Bkarstoxe  Supply  (source  as  for  Woore).  Yearly  consumption  787,000  gallons  equal  to  2,156  gallons 
per  day.

Licences — Private  Houses.  Four  Licences  were  issued  during  1953  for  the  construction  of  private 
houses. 

Eight  houses  have  been  completed  and  seven  houses  are  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Housing  Act  1949 — Improvement  Grants.  Applications  have  been  approved  in  respect  of  10  houses 
during  1953. 

Council  Houses.  Housing  applications  on  the  Council’s  register  number  320,  but  only  134  have 
complied  with  the  Council’s  regulation  requiring1  renewal  of  application  every  six  months. 

Sixteen  houses  have  been  completed  and  occupied  during  1953  and  20  houses  are  in  the  course  of 
construction  at  Langley  Dale. 

Future  Development.  Schemes  are  in  preparation  for  the  provision  of  a  further  32  houses — 22  at 
Hodriet,  4  at  Adderley,4  at  Moreton  "Wood  and  2  at  Willaston. 

Overcrowding.  There  are  five  cases  of  overcrowding  in  the  district  -one  of  2^  units,  two  of  2  units 
and  one  of  £  a  unit  over  the  statutory  standard.  Five  other  cases  have  been  abated. 

Temporary  Housing.  Fifty  one  units  situated  at  Manor  Fields,  Childs  Ercali  consist  of  four  1 
bedroom  type,  thirty  2  bedroom  type,  fifteen  3  bedroom  type  and  two  4  bedroom  type. 

Piped  water  supply  and  modern  sanitation  are  installed. 

Council  Houses — Repairs  and  Maintenance.  At  the  end  of  1953  the  Council  have  405  permanent 
houses  and  51  temporary  dwellings  occupied.  Twenty  seven  houses  had  electricity  made  available  during 
1953.  There  are  still  twenty  three  houses  without  this  essential  service  but  preparations  are  now  in  progress 
to  provide  this  service  in  the  immediate  future. 

Piped  water  supply  has  been  laid  to  Langley  Dale  and  Oldfields  sites.  Langley  Dale  (0  houses)  has 
had  w^ater  closets  installed. 

External  painting  has  been  carried  out  on  41  houses  during  the  year. 

General  repairs  and  maintenance  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  except  painting  which  is 
done  by  Contract. 

Sale  of  Council  Houses.  The  selling  price  of  houses  built  prior  to  1939  has  been  fixed  by  the  Council. 
One  application  was  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Houses  Unfit  for  Habitation.  Four  houses  have  been  demolished  during  the  y  ear.  Two  at  Norton- 
in-  Hales,  one  at  Hodnet  and  one  at  Claverhall.

Hodnet  Scheme  designed  for  124  houses  at  30  gallons  per  head  per  day.

Ciies w ardtne  (partial  system).  86  houses  are  connected  to  the  sewer  at  Cheswardine.  Detailed 
scheme  has  now  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval  which  also  deals  with  Sowdley. 

The  scheme  provides  for  dealing  with  150  houses  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £12,000. 


Woore.  Details  are  in  preparation  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  to  deal  with  this  area  The 
estimated  cost  of  proposed  works  is  £24,000. 

Norton-in-Hales,  Igiitfikld  and  Calveriiall.  Survey  has  been  made  but  no  details  have  as  yet  been 
submitted.  These  Parishes  have  a  piped  water  supply  and  will  have  consideration  in  future  schemes. 

Hinstock.  The  principle  of  having  a  piped  water  supply  before  a  sewage  scheme  can  operate  may 
delay  sewage  development. 

Sewage  Effluent.  Effluent  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  from  the  disposal  works  at  Hodnet, 
Childs  Ercal  and  Cheswardine.  The  results  were  satisfactory  from  Hodnet  and  Childs  Ercall.  The  sample 
taken  from  Cheswardine  was  unsatisfactory.  Doth  biochemical  oxygen  demand  and  suspended  solids 
were  much  too  high.  In  this  case  steps  arc  being  taken  to  provide  a  modern  disposal  plant,  a  scheme  for 
which  is  before  the  Ministry. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  scope  of  the  refuse  collection  scheme  which  commenced  in  October  1950  has  gradually  increased. 
The  bins  in  use  at  the  end  of  1953  were  1,920  (forty  additional  bins  have  been  brought  into  service  since 
the  end  of  March  1953).  This  increase  will  continue  for  some  time  as  there  are  still  over  600  houses  which 
do  not  get  this  service,  chiefly  on  farms  and  outlying  and  somewhat  inaccessible  cottages. 

The  period  between  collections  has  increased  from  14  days  to  18  days,  and  this  is  further  increased 
by  weather  conditions,  especially  in  winter  when  the  need  is  greater.  Holidays  also  extend  the  collection 
period.  Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  provision  of  an  additional  collecting  vehicle,  bid  this  has  been 
deferred  for  12  months. 

TIPS 

These  are  situated  at  Hodnet,  Wistanswick,  Hatton,  Betton  Crossings  and  Calverhall.  The  sites  at 
\\  istanswick  and  Betton  Crossings  are  near  completion.  Further  sites  are  available  at  Cheswardine  and 
Betton. 

VERMIN  CONTROL 

One  house  treated  for  dog  fleas. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949.  The  advent  of  Warfarin  in  the  treatment  of  rat  infestations 
has  been  a  major  discovery  since  the  war,  and  has  without  a  doubt  given  us  a  deadly  weapon  in  dealing  with 
the  problem.  The  Council’s  Rodent  Operator  has  made  682  inspections  during  the  year  and  the  table 
given  below  gives  an  indication  of  the  infestations  found. 

The  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee’s  staff  have  given  every  assistance  in  dealing  with 
agricultural  property  and  arrangements  for  block  treatment.  In  every  case  satisfactory  results  were 
obtained. 

The  County  Committee  are  not  favouring  single  treatments  on  farms,  and  as  the  cost  of  annual 
contracts  may  now  be  considered  high  in  comparison  to  previous  contracts,  several  farms  have  been  treated 
by  the  occupiers.  Where  this  method  has  been  adopted  in  co-operation  with  the  Local  Authority  satisfactory 
results  have  been  obtained.  This  department  is  always  willing  to  give  advice  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
this  procedure  should  be  encouraged.

One  major  and  nine  minor  infestations  were  dealt  with  on  the  Council’s  refuse  tips  and  eight  treatments 
were  given  on  the  sewerage  disposal  works  for  minor  infestations. 

The  sewers  at  Hodnet,  Cheswardine  and  Norton-in-Hales  were  treated.  This  resulted  in  one  partial 
take  in  Cheswardine  sewer. 


FOOD 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949- — Regulation  20.  Under  this  Regulation  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  empowered  to  take  precautions  to  prevent  disease  caused  by  consumption  of  infected  milk. 

Tn  1953  three  notices  were  served  under  these  regulations  in  respect  of  the  milk  from  herds  in  which 
there  were  cows  infected  with  tuberculosis.  After  this  procedure  the  usual  course  of  events  is  then  for  a 
system  of  sampling  and  clinical  examination  of  the  cows,  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
Veterinary  Officers,  to  isolate  the  offending  animals.  These  are  eliminated  and  a  withdrawal  notice  is 
served  as  soon  as  the  herd  is  clear  of  infection. 

In  some  cases  clinical  examination  alone  can  indicate  offending  animals  and  hasten  up  the  process  of 
elimination.  This,  together  with  an  undertaking  from  the  owner  of  the  herd  and  co-operation  with  dairies 
with  heat  treatment  plant,  protects  the  public  from  the  consumption  of  infected  milk.  There  were  two 
such  cases  in  1953. 

Ice  Cream.  The  ice  cream  sold  in  the  district  is,  with  two  exceptions,  prepacked  and  ice  cream  is  not 
manufactured  in  the  area.  There  are  20  registered  retailers  in  the  area. 

Twenty  six  samples  were  taken  and  of  these  twenty  were  in  Grade  I,  five  in  Grade  II,  one  in  Grade  III 
and  none  in  Grade  IV.  The  analyst’s  report  on  three  samples  in  Grade  II  were  as  follows  :  — 

“Further  tests  were  carried  out  after  pasteurisation  of  this  sample  in  the  laboratory.  As 
the  result  showed  no  improvement  in  the  grade  it  is  probable  that,  but  for  the  presence  of  heat- 
resistant  organisms  in  this  ice  cream,  the  result  would  have  been  a  higher  grade.” 

One  sample  reported  on  by  the  analyst  as  being  in  Grade  III,  was  no  doubt  caused  by  a  sterilising  agent, 
being  used  not  in  accordance  with  the  makers  instructions. 

Clean  Food.  Handling  of  food  has  been  discussed  and  advice  given  during  inspection  of  food  premises. 
The  inauguration  of  lectures  on  food  hygiene  has  not  been  considered  necessary.  Shop-keepers  continue 
to  display  food  hygiene  cards  issued  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Special  examination  of  food  has  not  been  necessary. 

Food  Poisoning.  No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Section  15 — Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938 — Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food.  The  Council 
have  not  as  yet  made  use  of  their  powers  to  adopt  byelaws  in  relation  to  the  above. 

Condemned  meat  is  taken  back  to  the  Ministry’s  Slaughterhouse. 

Other  foodstuffs  are  buried  or  disposed  of  in  tip. 

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT-VILLAGE  HALLS 

Social  life  in  the  villages  is  centred  around  the  village  halls.  The  activities  of  the  W.V.S.  give  an 
added  interest.  The  introduction  of  television  will,  no  doubt,  have  a  beneficial  influence  on  village  life. 
The  development  of  electricity  supply  has  enabled  outlying  areas  to  avail  themselves  of  direct  contact  with 
this  method  of  entertainment  and  education.  Sixty  nine  television  sets  have  been  installed  on  the  Council’s 
estates. 

PRIMARY  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS 

Village  schools  are  now  confined  to  the  education  of  the  younger  children  and  those  over  eleven  years 
of  age  are  brought  into  Market  Drayton  by  road  transport.  Secondary  education  for  the  area  is  also 
provided  at  the  County  Grammar  School. 
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GENERAL  SANITARY  MATTERS  DEALT  WITH  DURING  THE  YEAR 

No  complaint  has  arisen  which  required  special  attention  during  the  year.  Nuisances  of  a  minor 
nature  were  dealt  with  by  informal  notice. 

Sixteen  new  drainage  systems  for  private  properties  have  been  provided,  allowing  W.C.’s  to  replace 
insanitary  privies  and  pail  closets. 

Windsmoor  houses,  Cheswardine,  have  had  a  new  disposal  works  installed  and  Mill  Green  houses  have 
had  an  improved  drainage  system  installed. 

New  disposal  works  have  been  completed  at  Langley  Dale  Housing  Site  to  deal  with  22  new  houses  and 
G  old  houses  which  have  had  water  closets  installed. 

Piped  water  supply  has  been  provided  for  48  dwelling  houses. 

A  survey  of  the  streams  in  the  water  shed  from  the  Woore  area  was  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the 
Severn  Eiver  Board.  Seven  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  and  although  they  indicated  some  pollution 
they  were  not  as  serious  as  had  been  assumed. 

Offensive  Trades.  The  knacker’s  yard  at  Lockleywood  is  licensed  for  slaughtering  and  gives  no 
cause  for  complaint. 

National  Assistance  Act,  Section  47.  No  action  has  been  necessary  in  the  year. 

In  this  brief  outline  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  I  have  endeavoured  to  give  some 
indication  of  the  activities  during  1953.  The  building  of  new  houses  and  the  provision  of  piped  water 
supplies  have  been  given  earnest  consideration.  While  progress  may  appear  slow,  there  is  every  indication 
that  the  rural  district  will  have  a  piped  supply  throughout  their  area  in  the  not  too  distance  future. 

In  conclusion  T  should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  assistance  given  by  my  Staff.

Mr.  Riley,  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  :  — 

During  the  year  under  review  the  continuity  of  the  work  of  the  department  was  inevitably  interrupted 
by  the  resignation  of  my  predecessor,  Mr.  Worsdall,  and  nn  appointment  to  fill  the  vacant  post. 

In  making  my  first  contribution  to  the  Annual  Report,  for  the  Shifnal  area  I  would  record  that  my  task 
was  considerably  eased  by  the  tidy  and  methodical  wav  in  which  my  Predecessor  had  conducted  his 
office  affairs,  thus  making  valuable  information  readily  available. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  absence  of  serious  complaints  during  the  year  indicates  that  this  service  has  given  general 
satisfaction. 

Considerable  advance  in  vehicle  design  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century,  together  with  the  abolition 
of  ashpits,  has  brought  about  a  service  which  is  now  taken  for  granted  by  urban  and  rural  dwellers  alike. 

The  service,  however,  is  both  costly  and  unspectacular,  and  one  is  prompted  to  enquire  whether  the 
stage  has  now  been  reached  when  the  service  is  being  abused.  From  personal  observations  it  has  been 
found  that  a  marked  difference  often  exists  between  bins  collected  from  similar  houses.  One  bin  may  be 
partially  filled,  whilst  another  is  overflowing. 

If  a  desirable  standard  of  service  is  to  be  maintained  and  costs  keep  within  bounds,  householders  must 
see  that  their  yield  of  refuse  for  public  collection  and  disposal  is  limited  to  such  waste  material  as  cannot 
be  satisfactory  disposed  of  in  any  other  way. 

From  the  administrative  point  of  view,  however,  perfection  cannot  be  claimed  for  any  organisation  and 
it  becomes  necessary  to  adjust  methods  of  working  to  meet  increasing  commitments. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  public  supplies  in  the  area  were  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  during  the  year.  Represent¬ 
ations  were  made  by7  the  Council  to  the  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  for  a  mains  extension  to  serve  the 
Tong  Havannah  area  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  bear  fruit  during  the  coming  year. 

Following  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  reports  on  water  from  the  Woodcote  private  supply,  with  its 
source  at  Chad  well,  the  owners  were  advised  to  carry  out  certain  improvements  to  the  system  to  eliminate 
contamination.  These  improvements  were  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

SEWERAGE  &  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Those  who  are  entrusted  with  the  maintenance  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  arrangements 
sometimes  feel  that  the  requirements  of  this  service  are  overlooked  in  considering  the  bricks  and  mortar 
which  appear  above  ground.  Housing  is  spectacular  ;  sewerage  is  not  ;  and  yet  this  latter  service  is  vital 
to  the  health  and  well-being  of  any  community. 


It  was,  however,  gratifying  to  see  small  quantities  of  materials  arrive  for  the  modernisation  of  the 
Shifnal  sewage  disposal  works. 

At  Beckbury  trouble  was  experienced  with  blockages  of  the  inadequate  village  sewer,  causing  sewage 
to  flow  down  the  village  street.  It  became  necessary  to  open  the  road  on  more  than  one  occasion,  and 
these  experiences  serve  to  stress  the  urgency  of  the  scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  being  prepared 
by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers. 


HOUSING 

The  easing  of  restrictions  on  building  licences  is  reflected  in  the  granting  of  eighteen  licences  during 
the  year  to  build  private-enterprise  houses.  This  activity  was  mainly  in  the  Albrighton  area. 

Seventeen  schemes  were  approved  by  the  Council  for  improvement  grant  purposes  under  the  Housing 
Act  1949,  and  there  is  every  indication  that  the  interest  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report  will  in  some  measure 
be  maintained. 

Viewing  these  grants  from  the  public  health  standpoint  as  a  means  of  promoting  the  health  and 
happiness  .of  the  people,  one  is  greatly  impressed  at  the  standard  of  resultant  dwellings.  The  degree  of 
benefit  conferred  upon  the  occupier  is  out  of  proportion  to  the  cubic  capacity  added  to  the  dwelling,  or  the 
replanning  of  the  interior.  Many  old  established  tenants  became  very  attached  to  their  cottages  and,  by 
providing  them  with  modei’n  amenities  at  a  small  increase  in  rent  the  Council  are,  in  my  view,  helping  to 
carry  out  a  worth-while  task. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

During  the  year  the  Council  gave  very  careful  consideration  to  the  proposed  establishment  of  a  large 
caravan  site  and  the  matter  was  still  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  period  under  review. 

In  the  immediate  post-war  years  the  use  of  caravans  as  a  temporary  expedient  to  solve  housing 
difficulties  was  appreciated.  With  the  easing  of  the  housing  situation,  however,  the  use  of  the  caravan 
has  not  decreased  and  I  think  it  is  true  that  some  are  occupying  this  form  of  dwelling  from  choice. 

Whilst  recognising  the  thought  and  ingenuity  which  has  produced  this  “box  of  tricks,’’  it  must  be 
remembered  that  caravans  form  sub-standard  dwellings  when  compared  with  conventional  housing.  How 
far,  then,  can  the  liberty  of  the  individual  to  choose  his  own  form  of  dwelling  be  allowed  in  the  interests  of 
the  community  as  a  whole  ?  Is  existing  legislation  adequate  to  control  this  form  of  housing  ?  What  effect 
has  the  continued  occupation  of  caravans  on  the  mental  and  physical  health  of  the  dwellers  ? 

These  and  other  allied  questions  may  well  have  to  be  considered  on  a  national  basis  in  the  future. 


FOOD  INSPECTION 

Meat  inspection  duties  at  the  Newport  Abattoir  continued  to  be  shared  by  the  Inspectors  of  Newport, 
Wellington  and  Shifnal.  This  important  work  was  often  carried  out  under  most  trying  conditions,  but.  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  end  of  Ministry  control  of  slaughtering  facilities  is  in  sight,  no  further  comment  is 
necessary. 

The  routine  sampling  of  milk  suffered  on  account  of  the  reasons  mentioned  in  the  opening  paragraph  of 
the  report.  Revised  arrangements  for  the  despatch  of  samples  to  the  laboratory  were  in  hand  at  thr«  end  of 
the  year.  This  will  result  in  economy  of  manpower  and  cost.  The  operation  of  Food  Bye-Laws  is  in  force. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  Council  continued  to  be  a  constituent  authority  in  the  N.E.  Salop  Joint  Pests  Control  Committee  and 
the  discharge  of  duties  under  this  Act  was  satisfactorily  carried  out.  During  the  vear  a  systematic  survey 
of  all  agricultural  premises  was  undertaken.  The  majority  of  occupiers  of  this  type  of  premises  has  been 
slow  to  accept  the  offer  of  service  on  attractive  terms,  but  those  who  entered  agreements  for  treatment  have 
undoubtedly  benefited  by  the  work  of  the  Committee’s  operatives. 

The  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  requires  the  service  of  trained  and  skilled  men.  Only  in  this  way  can 
pest  control  be  really  effective.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  &  DISPOSAL 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse,  particularly  in  the  urbanised  parts  of  the  district  showed  further 
deterioration  during  the  year  due  to  increasing  labour  difficulties.  This  was  not  so  apparant  during  the 
summer  months  but  was  intensified  during  the  autumn  and  early  winter  when  at  times  the  period  of 
collection  was  approximately  at  four  weekly  intervals.  Efforts  to  obtain  labour  through  the  local  labour 
exchanges  were  not  successful  as  the  only  labour  obtained  from  this  source  was  unsatisfactory  and  short¬ 
lived.  More  success  was  achieved  by  advertising  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  position  had  improved.  It 
was  considered  necessary  to  report  to  the  Council  on  the  scavenging  scheme  in  general  and  the  labour 
difficulties  were  fully  appreciated  and  authorisation  given  for  the  purchase  of  an  additional  refuse  vehicle 
and  the  employment  of  three  additional  labourers.  This  should  improve  the  service  considerably  if  and  when 
the  additional  satisfactory  labour  can  be  obtained. 

On  reflecting  on  this  service  during  the  past  few  years  it  appears  that  an  effort  has  been  made  to  meet 
ever  increasing  demands  on  the  service  without  proportionate  increases  in  the  means  of  collection  and  while 
this  may  be  all  right  from  an  economic  point  of  view  it  can  hardly  be  expected  to  give  satisfactory  results. 

Negotiations  proceeded  during  the  vear  for  a  suitable  site  for  a  refuse  tip  in  the  Ketlev  Area  but  no 
satisfactory  arrangements  could  be  made  and  consequently  the  refuse  tip  at  Bennington  has  been  the  point 
of  disposal  for  refuse  over  a  considerable  part  of  the  area. 

The  control  of  refuse  tips  was  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  1952  and  the  advisability  of  obtaining 
means  for  mechanical  control  was  considered,  but  not  accepted,  bv  the  Council.  Tt  is  honed  that  at  a 
later  date  the  Council  will  re-consider  this  decision.  Control  of  refuse  tips,  of  course,  is  made  more  difficult 
by  the  considerable  amount  of  trespass  bv  people  who  appear  to  eke  out  a  living  or  side-line  by  sorting 
materials  which  other  neople  have  seen  fit  to  discard  as  useless.  Such  people  have  caused  considerable 
trouble  during  the  past  year  and  appear  to  have  been  instrumental  in  causing  fire  on  the  tip  which  has 
burned  literally  for  months  with  consequent  danger  to  lorries  tipping  refuse.

SALVAGE 

Although  the  market  for  disposal  of  waste  paper  and  the  like  has  improved  and  is  now  ready  to  take 
supplies  once  again  from  local  authorities  no  further  efforts  have  been  made  in  the  district  for  the  collection 
of  waste  paper  and  L  feel  from  past  experience  that  the  Council  would  be  ill  advised  to  think  of  collections 
of  waste  paper  again  unless  a  direction  is  given  by  the  Government. 

A  small  amount  of  scrap  metal  accumulates  from  time  to  time  and  during  the  year  5  tons  5|-  cwts.  have 
been  disposed  of,  the  value  being  £26/7/6. 


DISINFESTATION  &  CONTROL  OF  VERMIN 

Rat  Control.  The  Council  again  agreed  to  being  a  constituent  member  uf  the  joint  scheme  with 
adjoining  authorities  for  dealing  with  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice. 

Due  to  persistent  representations  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  the  Joint  Committee  considered  the  advis¬ 
ability  of  appointing  an  additional  operative  mainly  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  surveys  and 
treatments  of  the  farm  premises.  An  additional  operative  was  appointed  for  this  purpose  and  as  a  result 
there  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  properties  surveyed  and  inspected  in  the  district. 

The  results  of  these  surveys,  however,  do  not  prove  that  there  is  any  large  scale  infestations  on  farms 
within  the  area.  Quite  a  number  of  the  farms  are  already  under  contract  with  the  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee,  other  farmers  choose  to  treat  their  own  premises,  no  signs  of  infestations  were  found  on  others, 
while  in  only  a  comparatively  few  cases,  farmers  agreed  to  single  treatments  or  contracts  with  the  Council. 

It  is  more  than  likely  that  the  Joint  Committee  may  consider  after  a  reasonable  period  whether  the 
relative  benefits  from  the  appointment  of  this  additional  operative  have  been  justified.  The  work  of  the 
operatives  in  general  on  existing  contracts  in  the  area  has  been  well  carried  out. 

Vermin  Control.  Little  trouble  has  been  experieneced  in  this  connection  during  the  year.  In  a  few 
isolated  cases  advice  and  assistance  was  given  on  the  treatment  of  premises  infested  with  bugs  and  fleas  and 
in  one  instance  a  fly  infestation  from  a  nearby  refuse  til'  was  controlled  by  the  use  of  aerosol  fly  sprays. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

Work  in  the  district,  undertaken  b\  the  East  Shropshire  Water  Hoard,  during  the  year  included  extensions 
to  water  mains  at  Bratton,  Long  Lane  and  Arleston,  the  provision  of  an  additional  pipe  line  to  supplement 
the  supply  at  Charlton  and  the  installation  of  a  booster  pump  on  the  Donnington  Estate  to  improve  pressure 
in  the  main  on  the  higher  parts  of  the  Estate. 

Schemes  have  also  been  submitted  by  the  Board  lor  the  laying  of  mains  to  supply  the  villages  of 
Tibberton  and  Aston  and  the  sinking  of  a  borehole  at  Standford  Bridge  for  supplying  Sambrook  and  other 
parts  of  the  Chetwynd  Parish. 

Other  villages  in  the  area  including  Rodington,  Longdon  and  Crudgington  have  pressed  their  claims 
for  a  piped  supply  of  water  and,  as  the  existing  supplies  in  these  localities  are  not  satisfactory,  there  is  everv 
justification  for  their  complaints.  These,  it  is  felt,  will  receive  the  sympathetic  consideration  of  the  Board 
together  with  schemes  from  adjoining  authorities. 

Chlorination.  All  public  supplies  under  the  control  of  the  East  Shropshire  Water  Hoard  are 
chlorinated  at  source. 

Sampling.  Sampling  of  water  supplies,  both  publicly  and  privately  owned  has  continued  as  a  routine 
matter. 


Six  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  from  the  mains  of  the  East  Shropshire  Witter 
Board  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  In  addition,  a  total  of  65  samples  were  taken  from  private 
supplies  including  wells  and  boreholes  in  the  district,  62  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
J  for  chemical  examination.  Twenty-eight  of  these  were  reported  as  unsatisfactory  bacteriological ly  and  in 
all  cases  all  householders  drawing  supplies  from  these  sources  were  advised  to  take  the  precaution  of  boiling 
the  water  before  drinking  or  using  for  domestic  purposes. 

In  the  case  of  a  new  borehole  which  was  sunk  for  supplying  ten  new  Council  houses  and  fourteen 
existing  Council  houses  at  Ellerdine,  samples  were  taken  which  were  not  at  first  satisfactory.  Chlorination 
of  the  borehole  and  further  sampling  resulted  in  an  improvement  of  the  supplv  and  approval  of  its  use  by 
the  Ministry. 


GENERAL  SANITARY  MATTERS 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  continues  to  receive  constant  attention  and  in  63  cases  it 
was  necessary  to  take  action  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances.  There  were  90  properties  where  it  was 
necessary  to  secure  improvements  to  drainage  and  sanitary  accommodation,  including  in  some  cases  com¬ 
pletely  new  drainage  systems  and  closet  conversions. 

The  provision  of  further  sewerage  schemes  in  the  area  brings  with  it  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  house 
drainage  work  undertaken  and  it  may  be  expected  that  during  the  next  few  years  the  work  on  drainage  may 
increase  fairly  considerably  due  to  schemes  approved  and  others  receiving  consideration. 

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  only  scheme  carried  out  during  the  year  which  is  worthy  of  note  is  the  sewering  of  the  Village  of 
Eowton.  The  plans  and  specifications  were  prepared  by  your  own  staff  who  also  supervised  the  carrying 
out  of  the  work. 

This  scheme  although  a  small  one  was  not  without  its  difficulties  as  excavation  was  in  sand  rock. 
Some  properties  have  already  been  connected  to  this  sewer  and  heavy  pollution  to  one  of  the  water  courses 
in  the  locality  has  been  diminished  to  a  negligible  degree. 

Although  the  Edgmond  Sewerage  Scheme  has  been  approved  for  some  time  no  starting  date  had  been 
obtained  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  Ministry  were  being  pressed  to  allow  this  scheme  to  be  commenced 
at  an  early  date.  The  delivery  of  cast  iron  pipes  and  specials  is  completed  and  there  should  be  little  hold¬ 
up  in  carrying  through  this  scheme  when  it  is  eventually  commenced. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Ministry  has  signified  its  approval  of  the  modernisation  of  the  Hadley 
Sewage  Disposal  Works,  although  in  a  modified  form.  It  was  considered  by  the  Ministry  that  filter  beds  and 
humus  tanks  could  be  eliminated  for  the  present  and  the  effluent  from  the  modified  works  be  disposed  of  on 
the  irrigation  area  which  is  used  at  present.  Some  doubt  was  expressed  on  the  advisability  of  this,  but  it 
was  agreed  that  the  scheme  should  be  canned  out  in  its  modified  form.  The  Engineer  has  been  asked  to 
re-submit  his  plans  of  the  modified  scheme  to  obtain  the  Ministry’s  authority  for  tenders  to  be  invited. 
With  regard  to  this  scheme,  while  it  is  hoped  that  ultimately  filter  beds  and  humus  tanks  will  be  provided, 
it  must  be  agreed  that  much  of  the  trouble  experienced  at  these  works  is  due  to  the  inadeouate  settlement 
tank  capacity  and  the  inadequate  sludge  drying  facilities,  and  the  provision  of  sufficient  extensions  to  these 
facilities  must  have  the  effect  of  improving  the  type  of  effluent  now  being  discharged  on  the  irregation  area. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  Village  of  Roden  are  pressing  a  claim  for  the  sewering  of  their  village  and  this 
matter  was  under  investigation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Schemes  for  the  areas  of  Lilleshall,  Mannerley  Lane,  The  Rock  and  Beveley  have  all  received  the 
attention  and  consideration  of  the  Council  in  the  past  and  no  further  time  should  be  lost  in  proper  schemes 
being  prepared  for  these  areas  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  consideration.  , 

At  the  Donnington  Sewage  Disposal  Works  difficulty  is  still  experienced  in  disposing  of  dried  sludge 
and  very  few  loads  have  been  taken  by  private  individuals,  the  rmrjoritv  of  sludge  being  removed  by  the 
Council’s  own  lorries  as  and  when  transport  is  available.  At  these  works  the  gasholder  forming  part  of  the 
sludge  digestion  plant,  is  showing  signs  of  rapid  deterioration  ;  in  parts  the  water  tank  is  perforated  and  if 
appears  likelv  that  within  the  near  future  the  Council  may  be  faced  with  mayor  repairs  or  replacements  of 
apparatus. 

On  the  matter  of  maintenance  of  sewage  disposal  works,  one  point  which  is  causing  some  difficulty  and 
concern  is  the  increasing  number  of  small  sewage  disposal  works,  scattered  throughout  the  area,  which  require 
attention.  These  small  plants  now  number  twelve  and  although  these  should  he  visited  twice  a  week  for 
general  maintenance  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  do  this  in  all  cases  and,  in  the  cases  where  it  has  been 
found  possible,  visits  have  to  be  made  outside  normal  working  hours.  The  emplovment  of  a  mobile  unit  for 
maintenance  of  these  small  disposal  plants  may  be  a  matter  for  consideration  at  some  future  time  as  the 
problem  is  increasing  annually  as  new  housing  development  takes  place  in  the  rural  parts  of  the  area  where 
no  public  sewers  exist. 
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CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

This  service  suffered  a  serious  set-back  during  the  summer  and  autumn  months.  Earlier  in  the  year 
the  operation  of  the  service  had  been  interrupted  by  sickness  and  absenteeism,  but  there  was  a  complete 
break-down  over  a  period  of  nine  weeks  in  the  summer.  It  was  obvious  that  the  employees  engaged  in  this 
work  were  not  prepared  to  carry  on  and  a  new  crew  was  engaged  for  this  service  and  since  the  end  of  October 
the  work  has  continued  in  a  very  satisfactory  way  and  without  interruption. 

It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  no  further  serious  interruptions  to  this  service,  as  it  has  proved  so  valuable 
in  the  district  when  functioning  properly. 

ELEMENTARY  AND  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS 

One  new  school,  a  junior  school  at  Hadley,  was  constructed  and  opened  during  the  year  and  should  he 
instrumental  in  relieving  to  some  extent  the  rather  congested  conditions  at  the  older  school  in  Hadley.  The 
approaches  to  the  new  school,  which  are  mainly  by  way  of  unadopted  roads,  have  caused  the  mothers  of  the 
children  some  concern,  particularly  during  the  winter  months. 

The  action  of  the  County  Council  in  seeking  to  make  up  the  unadopted  roads  and  the  development  of 
two  new  roads  on  the  housing  estate  adjacent  to  the  school  should  be  instrumental  in  providing  good 
approaches  to  this  school  in  the  near  future. 

There  are  no  other  matters  concerning  schools  worthy  of  note  during  the  year. 

HOUSING 

During  the  year  under  review  the  representation  of  unfit  houses  continued  to  receive  prominent  atten¬ 
tion.  As  a  result  of  such  representations,  demolition  orders  were  made  on  21  houses  and  a  total  of  21  houses 
were  also  demolished. 

In  addition,  an  area  comprising  15  houses  at  Ketley  was  declared  by  the  Council  to  be  a  Clearance  Area, 
but  subsequent  action  on  the  advisability  of  applying  to  the  Ministry  for  a  Clearance  Order  or  a  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order  was  deferred  by  the  Council  pending  negotiations  with  the  owners  for  the  acquisition  of  the 
property  and  land. 

Various  announcements  and  statements  were  made  during  the  year  by  Government  Ministers  confirming* 
the  Government’s  intention  to  press  on  with  slum  clearance  throughout  the  country  and  local  authorities 
have  been  advised  to  proceed  with  this  work  forthwith. 

New  sites  have  been  acquired  at  Hadley  and  Ketley  for  the  erection  of  approximately  250  and  200 
houses  respectively.  At  Hadley  work  has  commenced  on  the  erection  of  houses,  and  at  Ketley  advanced 
preparation  or  the  site  by  the  construction  of  roads  and  laying  of  sewers  is  still  in  hand. 

At  Donnington  enquiries  were  made  and  negotiations  were  entered  into  for  the  acquisition  of  approx¬ 
imately  10  acreas  of  land  regarded  as  derelict  owing  to  abandoned  mine  workings  thereon.  The  Council 
considered  that  such  land  should  he  developed,  if  this  could  be  done  economically,  in  preference  to  the 
taking  of  good  agricultural  land  for  housing  purposes.  The  figures  given  as  the  valuation  of  the  land  and  the 
estimated  cost  of  levelling  etc.  appeared  so  fantastic  for  this  particular  site  that  the  Council  abandoned  their 
negotiations  and  decided  not  to  proceed  further.  It  is  surprising  that  land  of  this  character  has  such  a  high 
value  placed  on  it  when  it  is,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  of  little  use  from  a  productive  point  of  view 
Councils  can  hardly  be  expected  to  spend  large  sums  of  money  for  bringing  into  use  such  land  for  housing 
purposes  knowing  full  well  that  such  costs  are  going  to  he  reflected  in  the  rents  of  the  hoiises. 

Repairs  to  houses  continue  to  be  pressed  whenever  occasion  arises,  but  the  difficulty  of  restricted  rents 
is  a  matter  which  is  invariably  cited  by  the  owners  as  the  main  reason  for  not  carrying  out  repairs.  It  will 
he  interesting  to  see  what  arguments  may  be  put  forward  when  the  new  Housing  and  Repairs  and  Rents  Bill 
now  before  Parliament  becomes  law.  This  Bill  has  been  subjected  to  much  severe  criticisms  from  the 
political  angle.  It  is  hoperl  that,  if  and  when  it  does  become  law.  that  critics  will  remember  that  the  Officials 
who  are  responsible  for  the  implementation  of  the  law  have  nothing  to  do  with  its  original  formation. 

The  operation  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949  in  the  area  as  far  as  it  effects  Improvement  Grants  may  be 
worthy  of  mention.  Previous  to  the  year  under  consideration  only  one  application  for  Improvement  Grant 
has  been  approved.  The  interest  of  the  farming  community  has,  however,  been  raised  mainly  through  its 
own  associations  and  in  this  area  has  resulted  in  an  increase  of  the  number  of  applications  made.  Two 
other  grants  were  approved  before  the  end  of  the  vear  and  quite  a  number  were  pending.  It  is  anticipated 
that  during  the  coming  year  there  will  be  a  considerable  number  of  applications  received  from  ratepayers 
interested  in  improving  their  property  under  this  Act. 
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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

J  he  total  number  of  licences  granted  during  the  year  to  station  and  use  moveable  dwellings  was  twenty- 

five. 

\  ery  few  difficulties  were  encountered  with  the  normal  type  of  caravan  but  the  hawker-cum-scrap  iron 
merchant  does  cause  considerable  trouble  from  time  to  time.  This  type  of  individual  appears  to  be  almost 
a  law  unto  himself.  In  many  cases  no  permission  is  sought  to  station  a  caravan  on  a  site,  not  even  the 
permission  of  the  owner  of  the  land,  and,  even  when  permission  is  given  by  the  owner,  conditions  are 
generally  most  unsatisfactory,  but  before  any  legal  action  can  be  taken  the  caravan  is  once  again  on  the 
move. 

One  application  was  made  and  approved  for  a  licence  for  a  camping  site,  subject  to  certain  conditions 
and  the  approval  of  the  County  Planning  Authority,  although,  as  the  conditions  had  not  been  fulfilled  by  the 
end  of  the  year,  no  licence  had  actually  been  issued. 

CIVIL  BUILDING  LICENSING 

Building  licensing  has  now  been  so  relaxed  that  there  is  nothing  worthy  of  record. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

The  joint  arrangement  for  inspection  of  meat  at  the  Newport  slaughterhouse  has  continued  during  the 
year  without  difficulty. 

In  view  of  the  possible  end  of  meat  rationing  during  the  coming  year  there  is  much  speculation  on  the 
likely  re-opening  of  a  considerable  number  of  private  slaughterhouses  which  have  not  been  in  use  in  most 
cases  since  1940.  The  Government  has  already  set  up  an  interdepartmental  committee  to  report  on  the 
siting  of  new  centralised  slaughterhouses,  but  as  this  is  obviously  a  matter  which  will  take  several  years 
following  the  Committee's  Recommendations,  the  local  slaughtering  of  meat  is  again  more  than  a  probability. 
MILK  AND  DAIRIES 

In  three  cases  as  a  result  of  milk  found  to  be  infected  with  tubercle,  bacilli,  it  was  necessarx  to  take  action 
under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  to  prevent  the  sale  and  distribution  of  the  milk  in  question  until  it 
had  been  subjected  to  heat  treatment.  These  restrictions  were  eventually  lifted  on  negative  results  being 
obtained  on  further  sampling. 


ICE  CREAM 

The  number  of  premises  now  registered  for  the  retail  sale  of  ice  cream  has  again  showed  an  increase  to  41. 
Seventeen  samples  were  taken  during  the  course  of  the  year,  lb  were  placed  in  grade  1  and  one  in  grade 
‘2.  These  results  should  be  regarded  as  highly  satisfactory  and,  as  practically  100  per  cent,  of  the  ice  cream 
sold  in  the  area  is  now  in  pre-packed  form,  such  results  could  be  said  to  bear  out  the  contention  that  the 
pre-packed  article  stored  and  sold  from  an  efficient  conservator  is  the  ideal  to  be  aimed  at. 


FOOD  BYE-LAWS 

No  action  has  been  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  these. 

FOOD  POISONING 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year. 

STAFF 

Mr.  A.  H.  Riley,  who  was  appointed  as  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  with  the  Council  in  August  1948, 
left  their  service  in  June,  1958,  on  securing  an  appointment  as  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the 
Shifnal  Rural  District  Council. 

I  record  my  appreciation  of  the  excellent  service  rendered  by  Mr.  Riley  during  his  period  of  office  with 
the  Council  and  at  the  same  time  1  welcome  Mr.  Iv.  A. Griffiths  and  Mr.  M.  Silverwood  as  additional  Sanitary 
Inspectors.

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  estimated  populations,  with  one  exception,  in  the  areas  show  a  rise  :  in  the  case  of  the  Towns  this 
is  not  marked  but  in  the  Rural  districts  this  is  appreciable.  There  it  may  in  part  be  due  to  the  movement 
of  service  personnel  and  by  whom  the  population  of  all  rural  areas  is  affected. 

No  comment  is  necessary  on  the  Birth  Rate  which  approximates  generally  with  that  of  the  Country. 
The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  again  satisfactory  there  being  one  departure  only  from  around  the  average. 
The  General  Death  Rate  bears  comparison  with  that  of  England  and  Wales.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  ALLIED  DISEASES 

I  lie  total  for  Scarlet  Fever  w  as  almost  identical  w  ith  that  of  1952.  Notifications  were  received  from 
all  districts  with  the  exception  of  Market  Drayton  and  in  a  high  proportion  of  cases  the  patient  was  nursed 
at  home.  It  is  rarely  found  necessary,  now,  to  have  recourse  to  hospital  treatment  and,  when  so,  it  is 
almost  always  on  the  grounds  of  domestic  circumstance  rather  than  any  particular  problem  of  severity  of 
I  he  illness  w  hich  prompts  this  course.  Both  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  shewed  a  considerable  rise  in 
totals.  In  both  a  number  of  cases  required  hospital  treatment  :  mainly  where  the  severity  of  the  illness, 
particularly  in  infancy,  demands  such  measures. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis — Infantile  Paralysis — numbers  were  very  similar  to  those  of  the  previous  year  but 
were  spread  over  a  wider  period  of  occurrence.  If  the  cases  notified  one  only  did  not  exhibit  paralytic 
symptoms. 


Pneumonia  gave  rise  to  an  average  number  of  notifications. 

1  he  Annual  Returns  for  the  other  diseases  tabulated  shew  that  these  were  limited  in  varictv  and  numbers 
and  gave  rise  to  no  particular  problems.  Paratyphoid  Fever  was  notified  in  two  instances  but  few  other 
cases  of  the  enteric  group  occurred.  Sonne  Dysentery  was  almost  completely  absent  and  there  were  three 
cases  of  food-poisoning.  Diphtheria  shewed  a  complete  absence  from  all  districts.
